This project will support the renovation of the historic WPA-era Tad Gormley Stadium (built in 1936), Pan American Stadium (built in 1973), and the Practice Track (built in 1993), to restore
deteriorating structures, turfs, and tracks to ensure safety and continued utilization by community and sports groups, Park visitor, and New Orleans public and private schools from across the
region. Beyond the facilities’ historical context, each onel plays a critical role in youth development and are utilized year-round for community exercise, track and field events, sport activities,
Detailed Summary: Include Scope of graduations, and other special events. The most critical renovations will support the restoration of the structural integrity, upgrading technology and amenities, and improving the visitor

work, parking requirements, experience. The scope of work will include resurfacing the Tad Gormley stadium track, and the quarter-mile Practice track; and in both Tad Gormley and Pan American stadiums - replacing the

landscaping, etc. turf, upgrading lighting, sound systems, locker rooms, press boxes, restrooms, and security systems, which will maximize the user experience while protecting individuals from injury, ensuring

continued utilization for competitions and recreation, and enhance safety for all users. Due to the quality of some amenities, such as the tracks. City Park has seen a decrease in rentals, with
specific notations that it is due to the facility's conditions. The scope of work will begin with the plans and repair of the Practice and Tad Gormley tracks and facility improvements in year one
and will be completed with the plans and repair of the Tad Gormley and Pan American fields and sound in year two.
